Says He Will Retire After 
Completing Certain Work 
as Head of U. S. Arms 
Delegation. 

WILL NOT STAY AT 
GENEVA FOR DETAILS 


Declaration Statts Political 
Talk in Washington—No 
Mention of Hoover in His 
Statement: 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Charles 
G. Dawes left political Washington 
speculating today over a sudden 
announcement/of his retirement as 
Ambassador to Great Britain. 

His statement that he was going 
back soon to his bank at Chicago 
startled political leaders and close 
friends here, who are ever mind- 
ful of the approaching presidential 
campaign. 

There was no mention of Presi- 
dent Hoover in the statement, and 
despite the declaration that he 
was looking forward “to life as a. 


private citizen of Chicago,”’ Repub- 
licans in the Capital—and Demo- 
crats—pondered the idea that the 
door was open to him so far as the 
1932 presidential] campaign is con- 
cerned. 

The text of Dawes’ 
follows: 

“T shall be in Chicago only for a 
few days, as I must be in Wash- 
ington to discuss with the other 
members of the American delega- 
tion to the disarmament  confer- 
ence our coming work at Geneva 
on Feb. 2. Our delegation will sail 
on Jan. 20. 

“After I have completed the gen- 
eral work which our: Government 
has in mind for me at Geneva as 
chairman of the American delega- 
tion, I do not expect to remain for 
the technical work ~which will be 
taken up conjointly With the dis- 
armament experts. 

“I shaj!l then resign as Ambas- 
sador to Great Britain and return 
to Chicago where I will take up 
my old work as a banker and be- 
come chairman of the board of the 
Central Republic Bank and Trust 
Co. After a long absence in of- 
ficial positions, I am looking for- 
ward to the renewal of my old 
associations and to life as a pri- 
vate citizen of Chicago.” 

Dawes’ announcement was given 
to newspaper men gathered at the 
National Press Club by E. Ross 
Bartley, who was his secretary 
while he was Vice President. The 
typewritten statement was distrib- 
uted without further comment as 
to Dawes’ plans. . 

He was appointed Ambassador to 
the court of St. James’s in 1929 by 
President Hoover after leaving the 
vice presidency the preceding year. 

Regret for the resignation of 
Dawes as Ambassador to Great 
Britain was expressed at the White 
House today,on behalf of Presi- 
dent Hoover. 

It was said that although the 
former Vice President would leave 
the Geneva conference after com- 
pletion of its general work, he 
would be available as a member 
of the American delegation if his 
presence became necessary. 

Walter Newton, one of the Pres- 
ident’s secretaries, said Dawes dis- 
cussed his resignation with Mr. 
Hoover immediately on his return 
here from London. 


Presidential Talk “Damn 
sense,” Says Dawes.

CHICAGO, Jan. 9.—Charles G. 
Dawes stepped off a train today 
and dismissed all questions about 
any candidacy for President in 
1932. “It's all damn nonsense,” he: 
said, with a tone of. finality.

The Ambassador declined to am- 
plify the announcement of his re- 
tirement. “So this is the life of a 
private citizen,” he remarked when 
camera men’s flashlights greeted 
him.

Asked if he might enter politics 
again, possibly seeking a post in 
the Senate, he replied: “There is 
I feel that I have 
served my turn for 25 years. Now 
I plan to get a little reat.” 

Davis has been Governor of the 
Philippines since 1929. He entered 
Cabinet ranks in 1923 when he be- 
came Assistant Secretary of War, 
later serving as Secretary of War 
under President Coolidge from 
1925 to 1929. Earlier he had been 
a director of the War Finance 
Corporation.

The depositors’ relief corpora- 
tion would enable closed banks to 
extend money on free assets to 
their depositors and creditors, 

It was suggested by Eugene 
Meyer, governor of the Federal 
Reserve Board, as a result of ef- 
forts of House Democrats to in- 
sert the provision to take care of 
closed banks in the bill to set up 
the reconstruction finance cor- 
poration. 

Beedy disclosed the measure was 
drafted by the Treasury Depart- 
ment. The proposed agency would 


have a capital stock of $160,000,- 
000 of which $100,000,000 would 


issue of $50,000,000 of the stock 
would be paid for out of surplus 
of the Federal Reserve banks. 
Management would be vested in a 
board of directors consjsting of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, & mem- 
ber of the Reserves Board to be 
designated by the President and 
the Comptroller of the Currency. 

The Beedy bill provides that only 
banks that failed since Déc.

After being brought to Hon- 
olulyu,. .where the charge was 
lodged inst them, they were 
taken to Pearl Harbor and spent 
the night aboard a naval vessel. 

None of the three would make 
a statemont. 

The hearing of Mrs, Fortescue, 
Massie and Lord was postponed un. 
til next week. They had been or- 
dered to appear in court today but 
City Attorney James Gilliland ob- 
tained a week's postponement, say- 
ing he wanted to gather evidence, 
The three accused remained in cus.

Seismograph Indicates Shocks 2070 
Miles From St. Louis, 

Earth tremors of somewhat more 
than moderate intensity were re- 
corded today by the St. Louis Uni- 
versity seismograph, the first 
phases at 4:40 and 4:45 a. m., and 
the second phases at 4:47 and 4:52. 
Intervals between the phases in- 
dicated the first tremor centered 
2970 miles from St. Louis and the 
second 20 miles further away. The 
record provided no indication of 
direction, but St. Louis University 
seismologists found some evidence 
that subsequent tremors may have 
occurred in about the same area.

Increasing efficiency of the Po- 
lice Gerk, who gave out figures to 
was reported today by Chief of Po- 
lice Gerk, who gave ou tfigures to 
show that major crimes in the city 
decreased from 11,198 in 1930 to 
11,094 in 1931, and that the record 
of the department in solving major 
crimes went from 49.6 per cent in 
1930 to 50.5 per cent in 1931. 

The record represents a steady 
improvement since 1929 when 
12,471 major crimes were com- 
mitted and the record of police in 
cleaning up cases was 43.6 per cent.

DEATH SENTENCE. 
FOR MURDER ON 
PLEA OF GUILTY

“Word must go out that this 
court will show no mercy to killers 
or robbers,” declared Cit¥ Judge 
William F. Borders of East’ St. 
Louis today in sentencing James 
Smith, 21-year-old Negro, to death 
in the electric chair for the murder 
of Thomas Bogosian, 42 years old, 
an Armenian, during a holdup on 
Nov. 25, last. 

Smith pleaded guilty of the mur- 
der, throwing himself on the mer- 


cy of the Court. 

“Thomas Bogosian is in his 
grave because of your murderous 
bullet, I see no reason for granting 
you mercy,” Judge Borders told 
Smith. 

Judge Borders ordered the elec- 
trocution. of e slayer at the 
Menard penitentiary Feb. 19. 


This was the first death sentence fr 
‘lon a plea of guilty in the 30 years’ 


history of the East St. Louis City 
Court. 

Bogosian was killed in the con- 
fectionery of his fellow Armenian, 
Arsen Bugdoian, at 1589 LKast 
Broadway. Bugdolan, on the wit- 
ness stand, identified Smith as the 
slayer, explaining that he was ac- 
quainted with the Negro. He re- 
lated that Smith, with the lower 
portion of his face masked with a 
handkerchief, and carrying a re- 
volver, entered the confectionery 
and commanded, “stick ‘em up.” 

Bogosian, sitting behind a cigar 
counter, aros¢, and walked toward 
Smith and Smith shot him in 
the abdomen. Bogosian grappled 
for the revolver and was shot a 
second time. Before he fled the 
robber fired three shots at Bug- 
dosian’s two daughters, who ap- 
peared in a doorway, their father 
testified. 

Smith pleaded that another Ne- 
gro, whom he named, induced him 
to begin a holdup career. He said 
that he was intoxicated at the time 
of the holdup, and did not realize 
what he was doing. ‘He attempted 
to exonerate Zack Westbrook, 21, 
a Negro, charged as an accomplice 
in the murder, declaring that West- 
brook was not the Negro who wait- 
ed outside the confectionery and 
fired fouf shots through the plate 
glass window as Smith and Bogo- 
sian struggled. Westbrook pleaded 
not guilty. and will be tried on a 
murdemcharge next month, 

An attornéy appointed to repre- 
sent Smith announced he would ap- 
peal to the Illinois Supreme Court 
for mitigation of the sentence.

TAXICAB DRIVERS RETURN

Strikers to Get $3.50 a Day Until 
Agreement Is 


Union taxicab , rivers employed 
by the American Taxicab Co., oper- 
ating Yellow Cabs, and Red Top 
Cabs, Inc., who had been on. strike 
since Monday, returned. to. work 
late yesterday following an agree- 
ment to arbitrate their wage dif- 
ferences with employers. | 

Arbitration was suggested at a 
conference Thursday between union 
and company representatives, called 
by Rabbi Isserman of Temple tIs- 
rael, chairman of the Sooia} Justice 
Commission, one of the functions 
of which is to avert industrial dis- 
putes. 

At a meeting yesterday the 480 
strikers agreed to the plan, which | 
calls for three arbitrators, one to 
be chosen by the union, another by 
the employing companies, and the 
third by the two arbitrators. Pend- 
ing final agreement the drivers 
consented to work for $3.50 a day. 
Under the agreement expiring at 
midnight, Dec. 31, the drivers re- 
ceived $28.50 weekly, with three 
days off a month with pay. Em- 
ployers demanded an adjustment to 
$3 a day, with a commission of 40 
per cent on receipts in excess of 
$7.50 daily, to be computed weekly.

WISCONSIN SENATE BEATS

$10,000,000 Plan Defeated, 17 to 15;

In the face of a demand by Sen- 
ate progressives that the Legisla- 
ture adjourn without passing a bill, 
the Governor’s political opponents 
insisted that the two houses re- 
main in session until a compromise 
is worked out.’ 

The Governor has insistec on a 
bill that levies rates ranging from 
1 per cent in the low brackets to 
$0 per cent on incomes of $100,000 
or over during the year 1£31. He 
would allow no deductions for 
losses due to the deflation of in-

ATO LENSES PASSED 


Measure Expected to Increase 
’ Revenue $100,009 a Year - 
From Motorists. 


An ordinance providing increases 
ranging from 50 cents to $2 in the 
annual city automobile license fees 
was passed by the Board of Alder- 
men yesterday by a vote of 19 to 8. 
It will bring the fees to the maxi- 
mum permitted by State law, which 
is one-third of the State license 


charges. 

The measure, if approved by the 
Mayor, cannot become effective be- 
fore about Feb. 27. Whether 
the License Collector witli sell 1932 
licenses at the old rates in the 
meanwhile has not been announced, 
Usually city licenses are placed on 
sale. the iatter part of January, 
since State -plates are availabie 
Feb. 1. 
About $100,000 a year in addi- 
tional revenue is expected to be 
raised under this bill.. Comptroller 
Nolte, advocating its passage, de- 
clared the city budget would have 
to be pared and possibly some em- 
ployes might have to be dismissed 
if some form of added income was 
not provided. 

The new rates for private passen- 
ger automobiles,ij the Mayor signs 
the bill, will be 50 cents higher 
than the old schedule, and will be 
as follows: Less than 12 horse- 
power, $2.50; 12 to 24 horsepower, 
$3.50: 24 to 36 horsepower, $5.50; 
36 to 48 #£hersepower, $7.60; 
48 to 60 horsepower, $8.50; 60 to 
72 horsepower, $10.60; 72 horse- 
power or more, $12.50. 

New rates for trucks, the in- 
creases running from 60 cents to 
$2, will be: Less than two tons ca- 
pacity, $3.50; two to five tons, $6;

With palms up, in a helpless 
gesture, he observes that nations are, and must be, 
selfish, and until they “radically change their view- 
point, the only thing we can do is to continue to cap- 
italize to the fullest extent our home market, the 
greatest by all odds that exists throughout the world.” 
But are we capitalizing our/home market by driving 
our industry abroad? By establishing American fac- 
tories in foreign lands? By employing labor every- 
where, from Greenland’s icy mountains to India’s 
coral strand, while leaving the American workman 
to hunt for a job? The best way to capitalize the 
home market, or, rather, to cultivate the home mar- 
ket, is to keep the home factories humming. There 
is no market in a country of dead factories, and there 
is, and can only be, a withering market in a country 
of dying factories, which is the curse the ruinous 
tariff law is inflicting on’ America. : 
The tariff is no academic subject for refined, gen- 
teel debate. It is a fight for life, and American busi- 
ness leaders should fight with bare fists. 
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LINK TO A NEGLECTED POET. 


To those who pigeonhole Sidney Lanier among the 
antiquities of our letters, it was startling to learn a 
few days ago that his widow had just died, at Green- 
wich, Conn. Mary Day Lanier was 87, and had sur- 
vived her husband by 50 years, yet she furnished,a 
link to a poet of authentic genius, whose seeming re- 
motenéss is due to neglect rather than to time’s cor- 
rosions. Lanier was next in chronology after Poe and 
Whitman, and many critics bracket the three as 
America’s major singers. Music was innate in Lanier, 
and he filled his poetry with it. But life dealt harsh- 
ly with him. A Southerner always, he fought in the 
Confederate ranks, and contracted tuberculosis in a 
Union prison. Poverty, the pain of diséase and the 
pangs of genius were his lot until his untimely death, 
16 years Jater, at 39. Mary Lanier was his mainstay 
through the grinding struggle, in which he cried out 
that he could not “make a poorest penny loaf... 
for Mary, though she starved upon my breast.” A 
biographer wrote, “Her companionship and comfort 
were the greatest possible relief in all his troubles 


ering his poems and editing his letters. These were 
her treasures, which the present generation, a few 
appreciative readers excepted, has passed by. 
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TESTING THE HOLDING COMPANY. 
The holding company, so prevalent in the intricate 
financing of public utilities, has been defendéd chief- 
ly on the ground that it stands ready to provide 
Capital to the operating companies under its wing. 
We are about to learn what happens when, ’in the 
stress of times like these, receivership overtakes the 
holding cothpany. One of the largest, the American 
Commonwealths Corporation of Delaware, which has 
subsidiaries in Missouri, was placed in the hands of 
receivers a few days ago because it was unable to 
meet certain short-term obligations. 
Certainly a holding company in receivership is not 
able to extend financial aid to its subsidiary operat- 
ing companies. As to the status of the latter, an ex: 
ecutive of the Missouri group of operating compa- 
nies, with offices in St: Louis, said: “Earnings are 
satisfactory and are more than adequate to meet the 
interest and dividend requirements on this company’s 
securities in thé hands of the public.” ' 
In other words, the operating companies are able 
to take care of themselves. And why shouldn’t they 
be? After all, it is the revenue collected by the op 
erating compenies that makes the business go. For

THE GUS WINKLER SCANDAL. 
* What obviously happened in the Lincoln, Neb., bank 
robbery case was that Gus Winkler, a notorious gang 
ster, returned $680,000 in stolen bonds and, in return, 
obtained his freedom. Winkler, of course, had an 
alibi defense, but, as Gov. Bryan pointed out in his 
denunciation of the “infamous deal,” he was identi- 
fied by six or seven witnesses as .the leader of the 
gang that stole the bonds. It is a new and astonish- 
ing form of criminal procedure that so grave a crime 
as bank robbery can be expiated merely by returning 
stolen property. That is to exclude from the case 
the interest of the public which the law makes para- 
mount by providing appropriate penalties for those 
who rob banks. Gov. Bryan said: 

It was a sorry transaction, and the bankers 
who profited by it paid a tremendous price. They 
had to compromise with the most active crim- . 
inal in the country, and they had to let him go 
free to do his work. That is why I say it is 
the most humiliating, the most disgraceful tran» 
action I have ever witnessed. 

Getting the bonds back was merely a matter of 
convenience to the bankers. Lists of them were 
posted throughout the country, and it would have 
been well-nigh impossible to market_even a fraction 
of them. Yet the bankers, through the prosecutor, 
saw fit to adopt the dangerous and unwholesome pro- 
cedure of negotiating with the underworld in order 
to save themselves the time, trouble and comparative- 
ly trifling expens6 of reissuing the securities. 
The case recalls the Grand National Bank scandal 
in St. Louis, where an attorney, for a $15,000 fee, ob- 
tained the return of stolen bonds upon the payment 
of $125,000. That was to set up a modérn version 
of the old thieves’ market in Mexico City, where per- 
sons who had been robbed shopped for their own 
belongings the next day. 
.When legitimate business connives with the un- 
derworld to defeat justice, it not only disgraces itself 
but lays up future grief. For bank banditry is bound 
to flourish when thieves can market otherwise un- 
sellable securities by peddling them back to their 
owners, or, in a pinch, escape scot free by returning 
the loot. Gov. Bryan’s fine statement of the Lincoln 
scandal represents the view of an honest man and 
a scrupulous public official. 
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THE STOICAL MR. RUTH. 
There may be nothing showy or dazzling about it, 
but it is refreshing, just the same, to meet a man on 
the broad highway of the sports pages with a pair of 
itchless palms, a man who cares hardly anything for 
money, but, on the contrary, is wholly satisfied with 
things as they are and asks nothing more than that 
they go right on in their present stride. Such a man, 
for example, as Babe Ruth. As practically everybody 
knows, Mr. Ruth has been drawing a salary of $80,- 
000 the last year or two, and, while that may seem a 
rather substantial stipend to some folks, there are 
people, on the other hand, who would be hard put 
to it to make ends meet on such a pittance. Mr. 
Ruth’s. attitude, as we understand it, is that this 
remuneration is entirely satisfactory, and he will 
gladly let it ride as is. He is not going to insist 
that the per annum be increased, but, scrutinizing the 
situation as closgly as he can, he sees no reason why 
it should be reduced. Many of us, perhaps, have 
looked upon Mr. Ruth as a person who could crack 
the ball over all the perimeters into the adjoining 
planets, but now we know him to be a Stoic, too, a 
true disciple of Zeno, who accepts his portion and 
trips along his unbickering way. Is there anything 
more to add to the homily? Nothing but Attaboy! 
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AN INTELLECTUAL BAND. 
The death in Los Angeles of D. H. Harris, brother 
and associate of William Torrey Harris in what was 
known as “the St. Louis movement,” recalls that band 
of intellectual St. Louisans who years ago applied the 
philosophy of Hegel to the cultural life of St. Louis 
to raise that side of the city to a level it had not 
before, and perhaps not since, known.

In Defense of Caesareans 


Viewing lack of decrease in childbirth mortality, doctor suggests letting mothers elect 
a different method; thinks Caesarean operation's dangers have been exaggerated 
through use chiefly for emergencies, and its advantages largely overlooked; 
speed and certainty, plus elimination of pain and shock, ate offered in its favor. 


VERY year in the United States, ap- 
E proximately 16,000 women die in child- 

birth, Although statistics are not al- 
together reliable, the rate does not seem to 
be decreasing, despite the best efforts of the 
obstetrical world and the increase in prena- 
tal clinics and care. The normal proce- 
dure is what it always has been and, bar- 
ring the use of anesthetics and antiseptics, 
modern scientific improvements have left 
this form of production high and dry. | 

It seems to me that, in the face of a job 
whose popularity is indisputable, whose 
discomfort is a tradition, and whose danger 
is proved by the emphasis placed by doc- 
tors themselves on the necessity of medical 
care before, during and after, and by the 
maternal death rate, it will do ro harm and 
may do some good to put before laymen 
and laywomen the possibility of electing a 
different method of childbirth. 

The bearing of children is about as com- 
mon a problem as one can find. Few men 
are entirely nonchalant during their wives’ 
labor, and the fact that the majority escape 
tragedy to enjoy all the time-honored jokes 
on this subject does not alter the fact that 
altogether too many women die. 

Most of these men and women do not 
hear of the elective Caesarean. One reason 
is the ballyhoo that surrounds the affair 
of childbirth, In spite of the fact that pain 
is popularly deplored and listed by even 
the saints as one of the evils of the world, 
there persists a sort of pseudo-martyr tra- 
dition in connection with the pain of child- 
birth. It is used by women as a weapon 
and as a glory, and it is not uncommon to 
discover resentment toward more fortunate 
ones who have escaped it. That pain is a 
discipline of sorts has not been held by an 
enlightened world to justify it, and every 
physician and many lay persons know its 
effect is often bad. Obstetricians deserve 
great honor for their efforts to lessen, by 
the use of drugs, the inescapable sufferings 
of women in childbirth, 
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But the chief objectors to elective Cae- 
sareans appear to be the obstetricians, who 
have no false notions about the sanctities 
of their patients’ sufferings. Their objec- 
tions lie on the side of safety. They seem 
to be rather solidly of the opinion that a> 
Caesarean section is leas desirable than na- 
ture’s.method, and the operation is looked 
upon a8 a sorry solution for an otherwise 
lost ¢ause. It is performed because. the 
doctor feels that drastic action is called 
for. 

Where the decision is made before the 
onset of labor, the reason is usually a me- 
chanical defect or a disabling organic dis- 
ease, In the other instances, the patiént 
is allowed in labor until the doctor is con- 
vinced that her chances are better with the

Most women will probably always prefer 
the normal delivery. Barring the necessity 
of surgery, they should have it: but we may 
at ‘least consider the possibility of other 
means. I cannot find that facts justify the 
dread in which the elective Caesarean sec- 
tion is held at present. It is a radical meas- 
ure in current obstetrical opinion, but, in 
the hands of a competent surgeon, there 
is no reason to regard it, I belfeve, as un- 
sound or more dangerous than the ordinary 
birth. 


So conservative an obstetrician as Dr. 
Franklin 8S. Newell, speaking of certain 
nervous types of individuals, says, “If such 
a patient is allowed to go into labor, it 
may be months or years before she recov- 
ers from the shock to her nervous system. 
And a prolonged attack of nervous prostra- 
tion is often the sequel. These women for- 
tunately stand the shock of an operation re- 
markably well as a rule.

WILLIAM GRAHAM, EX-MEMBER

Head of Board of Trade in Labor 
Ministry; Defeated in Last 


Election.

LONDON, Jan. 9.—William 


Graham, president of the Board of 
Trade in the recent labor govern- 
ment, died last night of pneu- 
monia. He was 44 years old. 

Mr. Graham was regarded by 
members of all political parties as 
one of the outstanding figures in 
the last House of Commons. 

He was entirely at home in in- 
tricate statistical details and had 
the ability enjoyed by the late 
Prime Minister, Andrew Bonar 
Law, of delivering a speech packed 
with figures for an hour or more 
without referring to a note.

Originally a 
clerk in the War Office, Graham, 
a graduate of Edinburgh Univer- 
sity, turned to journalism. He en- 
tered public life as a member of 
the Edinburgh Town Council, 

Ten days ago he became ill with 
influenza and double pneumonia 
developed.

Says His System Did It; 
Loser Blames ~Cards—| 
Liggett Declares Match 
Proved Nothing.

By the Associated Press, 
NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—Ely Cul- 


bertson, proponent of the “ap- 
proach-forcing” system of contract 


bridge bidding, and Sidney S. Lenz, 
master of the “official,’’ or 1-2-3” 
system, finished their 160-rubber 
contest last night, Culbertson win- 
ning, as had been expected for 
some time, with 8980 points to the 
good. The challenger’s wife, Mrs. 
Josephine Culbertson, was his part- 
ner at the final session while Com- 
mander Winfield Liggett Jr. played 
with Lenz. 

In 19 nights and one afternoon, 
150 rubbers and 879 hands, Cul- 
bertson with five different part- 
ners, won 77 rubbers and 122,925 
points, as compared with 73 rub- 
bers and 113,945 points for Lenz 
and two partners. 

More than 1,000,000 words were 
wired about the contest. 

Lenz and Liggett won three of 
the last six rubbers, but failed to 
take full advantage of their possi- 
bilities. Liggett, who entered the 
match when Oswald Jacoby quit as 
Lenz’s partner because of a dis- 
pute over “psychic” bids, finished 
7860 points ahead in individual 
score for the 47 rubbers in which 
he took part. 

At the conclusion of the play last 
night Lenz commented that’ the 
cards spoke for themselves and 
that there was little difference in 
the systems. 

Culbertson said luck was a minor 
factor and that proper principles 
was the dominant factor. 

Liggett said the match proved 
nothing. 

The records show Culbertson and 
partners held 3649% honor tricks 
to the Lenz team’s 3648. On the 
no trump count (Ace 4, King 3, 
Queen 2 and Jack 1) Culbertson 
and partners held 18,091, the Lenz 
team 17,896. 

Culbertson’s bets, which are to 
be paid to charity, were: $5000 to 
$1000 with Lenz, $1000 to $500 
with Jacoby, $500 to $250 with 
Jacoby, $200 to $200 with Jacoby, 
$1000 to $500 with Antoine Lefe- 
brue of San Francisco, $500 to $250 
with F. E. Schluter of New York, 
$200 to $100 with Alexander Mar- 
shall, $500 to $250 with H. A. Obst 
and $300 to $100 to Chico Marx, 
the total being $9200 to $3150. 

The cause of the match primar. 
ily was an effort of Culbertson’'s 
rivals to cut into what threatened 
to amount to a monopoly in pres- 
tige and following among contract 
players. These rivals devised what 
they called an “official” system of 
bidding. They invited Culbertson 
to co-operate, but he refused. At 
a convention of “official” teachers 
last summer he was severely criti- 
cised. He retorted sharply and 
there came a challenge from him 
to Lenz, rated by Culbertson and 
others as among the world’s best 
players and the ace of the “offi- 
cial”” system.

Mr. Steindel 
and Conductor Vliadimir Golsch- 
mann collaborated in giving it a 
richly colored and highly vitalized 
performance—a performance that 
was in every way fair to the music 
—and the resultant effect on the 
hearer was nothing less than stun- 
ning. Everything in the score was 
calculated to make it so. It was 
shot through with vivid colors, 
rhythmic and dynamic contrasts, 
ingenious embellishments and mas- 
sive sonorities. It had an Oriental 
if not a particularly Jewish op- 
ulence and was obviously assem- 
bled by one who thoroughly com- 
prehendea the nature and capacity 
of orchestral instruments. 

But after one had become accus- 


tomed to the pirple plush and silveg 
leaf and began to consider the mu4 
sical material, the whole thing be- 
came much less formidable.

Redbirds Still Prepared to Trade Hack 
If Some Club Makes the Right Offer 


The Cardinal business manager 
at first said that the $7500 offer 
was final and was not merely the 


first step in contract negotiations, 
but later corrected himself and 
suggested that perhaps there might 
be developments that would cause 
him to change his mind. 

“There have been none as_ yet, 
however,” he stated. “Based on 
Wilson’s record on and off the 
field during 1931, which is the only 
thing we have to go by, our prof- 
fered contract was as generous as 
could be expected. His failure to 
keep in condition last year made 
him a player of doubtful value and 
we were not justified in offering 
him any more. However I will 
not say that we are stubborn in 
our terms. I merely say that noth- 
ing has been brought to our at- 
tention to make us think that we 
could afford to give Wilson more 
than $7500, with the understand- 
ing that he would receive a sub- 
stantial additional sum for good 
work.” 

Wilson, in telling how he worked 
his way to the high salaried class, 
said he received $3500 and then 
$5500 with the Giants. His salary 
was increased when he returned to 
the big league as a member of the 
Cubs and in 1930, after the Chi- 
cago club had won the 1929 pen- 
nant his salary was $21,000. Then 
in 1930 he batted .356 and hit 56 
home runs and his reward was a 
Salary raise of $12,000 which made 
his contract worth $33,000. How- 
ever he was fined more than $1000 
on one occasion and near the end 
of the season he was fined and 
suspended and his losses, there- 
fore, a8 a result of the fines, totaled 
approximately $6000. 

Only Contract Sent Out. 

Rickey said last night that Wil- 
son’s contract was the only one 
that had been sent out by the Car- 
dinals and that he had taken the 
unusual action because he consid- 
ered Wilson's case an unusual one.

But 
the most amazing performance 
was that of Percy Beard, a young 
instructor at Alabama Poly, 
when he established his remark- 
able record last July 4. 

Beard gained the distinction 
recently of being the only ath- 
lete to be twice mentioned on 
Secretary Dan Ferris’ All-Amer- 
ica track and field team this 
year. 

Beard ran the 120 yards high 
hurdles in 14.2 seconds, which 
surpassed Earl Thomson’s record 
by one-fifth of a second and bet- 
tered the record for 110 meters 
(the Olympic high hurdle dis- 
tance) by the same margin. 
The American standard distance 
of 100 yards is a few inches 
greater than the Olympic course. 

The present record-holder for 
the metric distance is E. Wenn- 
strom of Sweden, who made his 
mark in 1929. Besides Wenn- 
strom, Beard will have to meet 
Lee Sentman, the former Illinois 
University crack; Keller of Ohio 
State, Jimmy Hatfield and other 
Americans; Lord Burleigh, the 
great British runner; K. Ares- 
koug and Sten Petterson of Swe- 
den, both capable of 14.7 or bet-

The average boxer tn a gyme 
nasium workout gives those watch- 
ing about as much of a kick as a 
cold potato. Not so the King. He 
likes to fight. And lIikes to’ go 
through the tedious conditioning 
process for a fight. 

Likes His Work. 

Those watching him work at the 
National Gymnasium the past two 
days were impressed with Tut's ev- 
ident liking for his work.
